The second part 
ot Mrs. Buroett’s piquant novelette, 
“A Fair Barbarian,” will be eagerly 
read by those who have read the first 
part, and will be found even more in- 
teresting.

THE SCHOOL TAX. 


The School Trustees of this district 
were entirely right in holding the late 
electioa to settle the question of levy- 
ing a special tax. ‘In doing as they 
did, they were acting under the advice 
of the District Attorney, to whom 
alone they have to look for legal 
guidance. It is true that the County 
Commissioners have power to increase 
the tax levy for tbe year sufficiently 
to provide the needed funds for the 
support of the schools. But by hold- 
ing the election,the Trustees were en- 
abled to get the consent of a large 
majority of the tax-payers to the pro- 
posed levy- an important point. And, 
besides, they are warranted by the re- 
sult of the election in keeping the 
schools open, the result of the election 
having left no question in regard to 
the needed tunds. The Commission- 
ers will increase the rate of the regu- 
lar tax levy next April, in order to 
provide the sum required to support 
the schools for the remainder of the 
term. There is no question whatever in 
regard to the legality of the proceed- 
ing, and those who opposed the tax 
may as well gracefully submit to the 
inevitable.

“Any man who will pay more for 
store rent than he does for advertising, 
is a fool.” The examples of the truth 
of the saying could not be contained 
in a small book. But there is another 
side to it, one which is never urged 
by the Gazerre,but which i, never- 
the-less, forcible. A good, live news- 
paper isan advantage to a town, and 
good, live newspapers cannot live on 
air. They cost money. The newspa- 
pers of Reno gave no signs of weaken- 
ing after the great fire, but kept up, 
their size and gave more reading mat- 
ter than before, and by so doing help- 
ed the credit of Reno merchants im- 
mensely. Had they cut down in size 
and showed signs ot fear of the future, 
Reno would not be what she is to-day. 
Newspapers have an individuality 
and make friends on their own ac- 
count, and those friends are very like- 
ly to give théir business,in a measure, 
to those who support it. People at a 
distance learn pearly all they know of 
a town through its papers, and the 
advertisers are most successful who 
manage to strike the reading commu- 
nity favorably. If every one who 
lives off Reno would do a little to sup- 
port the press, we could give the pub- 
lic much better papers, and they 


would be of far more benefit to the 
town and county. Two, or even one 
good paper, that is prosperous and 
energetic, would be far better fdr all 
concerned than four or five half-starv- 


ed ones.

He studied law with the 
greatcst orator perhaps since Webster, 
General Edward D. Baker, who was 
killed at Ball’s Bluff. Fitch married 
General Baker's ward, an accomplished 
woman, and the author of several 
plays and novels. He went to Nevada 
soon after the discovery of the Com- 
stock lede, and grew up with the peo- 
ple, being, with the Hon. Wm. M. 
Stewart, the most distinguished law- 
yer at the bar. Although the Terri- 
tory was Democratic and Fitch Re- 
publican, they sent him to Congress, 
and he was, I think, the last Terri- 
torial delegate of Nevada before it be- 
came a State, when Stewart was made 
Senator. Mr. Fitch then moved to 
Salt Lake City, and was the personal 
counsel of Brigham Young, and had 
all the important cases connected with 
the Mermon Church After going to 
Europe he settled in California again, 
and then moved to Arizona Territory, 
where he again became the most dis- 
tinguished lawyer, as he hed been in 
Nevada and Utah. Mrs. Fitch told 
me that she had crossed the continent 
thirty six times by stage or railroad, 
besides going between New York and 
San Francisco by water, and she is 
still a young woman.

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Death Overtakes the Noted Chinam e 
| Whom the Piutes Failed to Capture. 


The dead body of Cue Long was 
found ina vacant Chinese house at 
Winnemucca the other day. 
Silver State gives this account of him: 
“He was the only Chinaman who 
made his escape from the wholesale 
slaughter in 1865 on the Owyhee. It 
will be remembered that the Indians 
took in a band of some eighty celes- 
tials upon that occasion, Cue Long 
being very fleet of foot, took te the 
sage-brush and had a run for life for 
five miles on the open plains, pursued 
by a score of yelping Piutes. As he 
reached the banks of the Owyhee, a 
stalwart buck overtook and scized 
him. In the desperate struggle which 
ensued, both were precipitated head- 
long down into the deep and swift 
current, The Indian disappeared, 
the Chinaman swam to the opposite 
shore and made good his escape to 
the “Sheep Ranch.” Cue Long had 
royal blood in his veins, and was an 
athlete. * He was the owner of this 
band, having brought them direct 
trom Hong Kong to put in the gold 
mines of Idaho. After this misfor- 
tune Cue Long became addicted to 
the use of opium. He made his way 
to this place six years ago, and it 
seems for some reason lost his caste 
among his countrymen. He became 
a living skeleton, and finally passed 
in his checks.”
